Detailed Action 

This is the first Office Action corresponding to original filing. The application 
contains 7 claims. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because 
they do not include the reference sign(s) mentioned in the description. The instant 
drawings fail to show any of the reference numerals of the specification . Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any 
portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of the clause 
"invention". The examiner suggests the following changes: 
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in line 1, "The wire" should be changed to - - A wire - and "of the present invention 
includes" should be changed to - - including -

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
Skvorecz (Pat No 6,520,354) in view of Geschwender (Pat No 4,557,200). 
The patent to Skvorecz shows a wire chafing stand comprising a wire frame having a fuel 
heater connector (13) and fixed legs (15). 

The patent to Geschwender shows a stand comprising pivotally legs (17) for swinging 
from a folded position and an unfolded position minimizing storage space. 
It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have provided the stand shown by Skvorecz with foldable legs as shown by Geschwender 
to minimize storage space. The angle at which the legs stay open is considered to be a 
matter of engineering choice. As to the stop means, Geschwender must have a stop 
means, other wise the legs would keep going once released from their folded position. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wiesmann (4,135,691) and Weitzman et al. (6,170,405) show 
stand with pivotable legs. Orednick (5,287,800), Chang (5,301,909) and 
Skvorecz 6,047,932) show stands of interest.
